Young Beebe testified 
that his parents now reside in 
Portland, Ore., while he resides in 
Amboy.

Kimmel Says Japs 


Made Big Mistake 


by Bombing Pearl 


Attack Failed to Destroy 
Permanent Base While 


Key Units Escaped 


Washington, Jan, 
21—(AP)—- 


Rear Adm. Husband E. Kimmel 
testified today the Japanese made 
their "greatest mistake" by at- 
tacking the American Fleet at 
Pearl Harbor and failing to put 
the base itself out of commission. 


In his sixth day before a sen- 


ate-house inquiry committee, the 
former Pacific fleet commander, 
said it was probable no attack 
would hav^ been attempted if the 
American ships had been sent 
back to the west coast. 


Rep. Gearhart (R-Calif) noted 


that Kimmel's predecessor, Adm. 
J. O. Richardson, had sought un- 
successfully to take his ships back 
to the west coast to prepare them 
for war but was told by Washing- 
ton officials that the Fleet was to 
be kept in Hawaii as a deterrent 
to Japanese aggressive moves. 


Gearhart said there had been 


"a. studied effort—almost a fran- 
tic effort on the part of some 
committee members to develop 
the idea that the presence of the 
Fleet in Hawaii was in some way 
a deterrent to Japan". 


No Deterrent Dec. 7, 1941 


Was it such a deterrent on Dec. 


7, 1941. he asked. 


"They made an attack, sir", Kim- 


mel replied. 


Gearhart expressed belief that 


the youngest ensign in the Jap- 
anese navy would not have been 
so foolish as to counsel an attack 
on the Fleet if it had been on the 
west coast. 


"The Japanese did a lot of "fool- 


ish things in the war", the wit- 
ness said. "Their greatest mistake 
was the attack on Pearl Harbor". 


He added that the Japanese 


might have caused more effective 
damage if they had destroyed the

Washington, Jan. 21—(AP) — 


A proposal that congress use its 
money-granting power to 
speed 


Army demobilization bobbed up on 
Capitol Hill today. 


It came from Rep. Dirksen (R- 


III), who said in an interview that 
ii the Army did not have enough 
money to feed and house troops, 
it would have no alternative but to 
bring them home and discharge 
them.

London, Jan. 21—(AP)—Crea- 


tion of a special commission to 
devise controls for atomic energy- 
was approved by the political and 
security committee of the United 
Nations Assembly today, after on- 
ly 30 minute discussion. 


The action was taken after Sen- 


ator Tom Connally (D-Tex), of 
the American delegation said the 
commission will not have power 
to make any country give up any 
atomic secrets or take any other 
action. 
The commission will be 


able to make recommendations, he 
explained. 


Forty-six votes were cast for the 


resolution approving creation of 
the commission, Chairman Dmitri 
Manliusky of the Ukraine delega- 
tion said that the 
action 
was 


unanimous. However, the delegate 
from the Philippines, Tomas. Ca- 
bili, abstained after he had pro- 
tested against what he called an 
effort to "railroad" the resolution 
through the committee. 


Andrei Gromyko, Soviet 
dele- 


gate; Ernest Bevin, British For 
eign Secretary; and Connally urg- 
ed the committee to act immedi- 
ately, and Bevin repeatedly arose 
to demand an approving vote. 


Appearing before the politica 


and security committee Tom Con- 
nally stated that the authority of 
the commission would only be to 
make recommendations 
through 


the security council to member 
states. 


"The commission is authorized 


to submit recommendations bu 
not to compel action" by any state 
Connally said. 


His statement followed an early 


controversy within the American 
delegation, chiefly between Sena 
tor 
Vandenberg 
(R-Mich) 
and 


Secretary Byrnes when 
Vanden 


berg questioned whether Ameri 
can atomic secrets were adequate 
ly safeguarded. 
Later Vanden

America's vast steel industry 


virtually was shut down by a 
strike of 750,000 CIO steel-workers 
today, and the country's total of 
idle in labor disputes shot to a new 
postwar high—1,600.000. 


The country's reconversion pro- 


gram was brought to a crisis by 
the greatest strike in the history 
of American labor. 


A large segment of industry, and 


millions of potential consumers of 
everything from automobiles to 
razor blades, were bound to be 
affected. 


At Pittsburgh President Philip 


Murray of the CIO United Steel- 
woikers declared today that the 
steel strike will continue "until 
this industry accepts the decision 
of the president of the United 
States". 


A high government official said 


last night government seizure of 
the steel industry was not ser- 
iously considered as yet. If the 
stoppage continues for a week, he 
added, the situation might change. 


This same official, who declined 


use of his name, told a reporter 
he saw little hope of avoiding seiz- 
ure of the major meat packing 
plants, closed by a six-day strike 
of 263,000 CIO and AFL members. 


May Seize Packing Plants 


He said the question of a seizure 


would be discussed at a conference 
of top administration officials to- 
day, and he added he considered it 
possible the government may take 
over the packing plants within the 
next day or two.

DeGaulle Resigns 
As France's Chief, 
Declares Job Done 


Paris,

Communist 
party 
launched 
a 


drive today to name a Communist 
as the successor to Gen. Charles 
De Gaulle, who resigned the pro- 
visional presidency of France last 
night following a cabinet crisis. 


De Gaulle stepped down from 


the presidency with an announce- 
ment that he considered he had 
completed the task of "leading 
the country toward liberation, vic- 
tory and sovereignty." 


In a letter of resignation ad- 


dressed to Felix Gouin. president 
of the constituent assembly, he 
said: 


"If I agreed to remain at this 


government post after Nov. 13, 
1945, it was to respond to the 
unanimity with which the nation- 
al constituent assembly addressed 
itself to me to take care of a nec- 
essary transition. To<1gy that tran- 
sition has been effected. Besides, 
France, after great trials, no long- 
er is in an alarming situation. . . " 


Cancels Radio Talk 


Party leaders met in a special 


conference and xvere expected to 
call the assembly into session 
either later today or tomorrow. 


De Gaulle cancelled a radio talk 


to the nation that he had sched- 
uled for tonight, and reportedly 
left Paris, presumably for seclu- 
sion in the country while he wait- 
ed for the constituent assembly 
to act on his resignation. 


Although his secretary said the 


resignation 
was 
"irrevocable."

Pittsburgh, Jan. 21— (AP)— The 


strike of 750.000 CIO Steelwork- 
ers for higher pay—the greatest 
strike in American history- and 
one of the most far-reaching— 
started today in grim quietness. 


The strike blanketed the na- 


tion. 
About 1.300 plants, rang- 


ing from the mills which make 
the steel to the shops which turn 
it into useful things like railroad 
rails or can-openers, shut down 
in 30 states.

duces one-third of the nation'3 
steel, the strikers in sinwy dark-

AS I SEE IT 


By DEW1TT MacKENZIE 


(AP World Traveler) 


Madrid.—Spain's high cost ot 


iving—like that of other coun- 
tries—puts the wage earner rath- 
er in the position of the small 
boy who can't reach the jam on 
the pantry shelf. 


The average pay of the laboring 


man in from a dollar to $1,35 a 
day. 
Even skilled labor as a 


whole gets the latter figure, and 
as much as $1.75 is exceptional. 


Naturally the cost of necessi- 


ties isn't on speaking terms with 
such wages, or anything like them. 
The worker has to resort to the 
black market for many of his 
necessities and the prices are five 
times those fixed by the govern- 
ment for rationing. 
The result 


is that the person of small means 
can't buy meat, sugar, eggs, but- 
ter or other similar items in the 
food line, and is equally hard hit 
when it comes to clothing. 


It doesn't take an expert ac- 


countant to figure out that it 
calls for a stiff income to enable 
one to pay 52 to $2.20 per dozen 
for eggs, the same for a pound 
of butter, from $1.25 to $1.40 a 
pound for meats, 60 cents a pound 
for rice (which is one of the chief 
foods of Spain) and about 50 
cents a pound for flour with 
which to make the staff of life 
One of the greatest hardships lies 
in the cost of olive oil, which is 
a prime necessity. 
* 
* * 


The Spaniard uses olive oil for 


about everything except bathing. 
It not only goes into many dishes, 
but much of the food is cooked 
in it. 
The average family uses 


over 20 quarts of olive oil per 
month, and the cost runs any- 
where from $1.40 to more than 
52 a quart. 


Being 
confronted with 
these 


staggering figures Mrs. Mack and 
I 
have 
been 
sleuthing 
about 


among the people of small means 
to discover how they manage to 
get along. 
And get along they 


do, for while there is undernour- 
ishment (and always has been) 
and hardship among some sec- 
tions of the poorest classes, yet 
foreign observers who live here 


say that hunger is not one of th« 
trials of the workers as a whole, 
* * * 


How do poor folk manage? 


Well, to begin with, every mem- 
ber of the family who is able to 
earn money goes out to work— 
papa, mama, and all the young- 
sters who are big enough. 
No, 


the children don't attend school if 
they're needed as bread winners. 
They find small jobs, or in some 
cases beg—and artful youngsters 
they are, too. 


As for food, the mainstay of the 


poor man is bread and soup. 
These days the soup is likely to 
run pretty thin, but when the 
right ingredients can be found, 
it's really a grand dish. If it's 
properly made it calls for plenty 
of little chick peas, which are 
largely imported from Mexico'and 
are scarce in Spain now. 


* * * 


The chick peas are boiled with 


potatoes and perhaps other vege- 
tables along with a piece of meat 
or at least some fat. 
When this 


dish is done it is served as two 
courses, 
and 
the 
eyes of the 


worker shone with appreciation 
as he told me about it. 
The li- 


quid soup is poured off and eaten 
first. Then the pea pudding which 
is left in the pot is served up for 
the final course. 


But there's a brighter side to 


the whole story, for while the 
small wage earner is shut off 
from many foodstuffs because of 
the cost, nature has been kind 
to him in other ways. 
Good 


fruit is plentiful and not high 
in price. Spam also has an abund- 
ance of fish. 


Most of the actual want is in 


the cities. 
The farm hand is 


more 
fortunately 
placed 
than 


most, because he demands and 
gets part of his wages in food, 
for which he is charged the nor- 
mal price.
